3.—Fred 
Strube, charged with the murder of Miss 
Alice Henniger of Havana, III., arrived in 
this city ‘last night on the Alton road in 
charge of Sheriff Brooker of Magon County 
and Shefff Brainerd of Sangagmon Coun- 
ty. As a matter of precaution the sheriffs 
had the train stopped at Wright street, 
several blocks south of the station. De- 
spite the fact that it was not known he 
was to be taken off the train at Wright 
street, a crowd of several hundred people 
had gathered there and about the same 
humbr at the county jail, as it had been 
announced on which road and by which 
train he would arrive. There was no 
hostile demonstration at either the place 
of alighting or at the jail. 

Strube has little to say. He ate a hearty 
supper and says he slept well last night, 
the first time since the tragedy. 

Strube was brought here, because it was 
feared he would be dealt with by a mob 
if taken directly to Mason County, although 
the father of the murdered girl had prom- 
ised to de all that he could to allow the 
prisoner to be brought to trial. Strube's 
father was in Edina Knox County, yester- 
day, and reclaimed the buggy and horse 
whith his son had sold there while en 
route from the scene of his crime.

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SHE WAS ALLOWED OLT 
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Mr. Cooley Says He Advised Mr. Payne That 


Postmaster Had Complied With Civil 
Service Rules. Es 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Civil 
Cmmissioner Cooley said today that he had 
advised Mr. Payne that he had complied 
with the rule, in refernce to the Dreycr 
case, and that the commission had no more 
to do with the case. He said: 

It is not for us to say whether the rea- 
sons assigned for the dismissal of Miss 
Dreyer are sufficient. Nor its it our duty 
to pass upon the reply. We merely look to 
the regularity of the proceeding and that 
is the theory of rule. 

‘The head of the postoffice department 
nas said in a regular way that Miss Dreyer 

should be dismissed for the good of the 
service. He gave reasons for his action. 
‘She answers, and the postmaster-general 
‘decided that her showing why she should 
not be dismissed was not sufficient to cause 
Eim to change his mind. 

It is not any part of the commission’s 
‘business to assist him in forming judgment 
in this case, as its limit is to advise him 
as to procedure. 

Miss Dreyer asked for an oral hearing. 
I read her reply to Payne and saw that. 
I advised the postmaster-general that she 
was not entitled to an oral hearing. The 
rule does not require it. The granting of 
such hearings when requests are made 
would be impracticable. It is sufficient for 
Miss Dreyer to have an opportunity to re- 

_ply to the charges against her. 

The postmaster-general, in the first in- 
‘stance, neglected to be sufficiently explicit 
‘in giving reasons for dismissal. In the 
‘gecond effort he complied with the rule.“

THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW 
WHICH MISS DREYER 
SAYS HAS BEEN VIOLATED. 


Following is an amendment to the 
civil service laws made by President 
Roosevelt and included in the Civil 
Service Comm'ssion’s report, dated 
May 1, 192 The language is Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s own and is quo 
by Miss Dreyer in her reply to P 
master-General Payne as setting 
forth injustice in her case in that the 
charges against her, she claims, are 
not specific, nor the time allowed her 
for reply sufficient. 


“The right of removal, therefore, 
remains as it always has been, dis- 
cretionary on the part of the ap- 
pointing officer, the only limita- 
tion being that it must be to pro- 
mote the efficiency of the service 
and that it must not be for polit- 
‘feal or religious considerations, 
and that nothing shall be done in 
the dark, but the reason shall be 
stated and notice given to the 
person removed, who shall have 
his opportunity to make answer 
and to place on file his side of the 
case. In order that he may do this 
the reason must be stated with 
sufficient definiteness to enable 
him to understand the exact acts 
for which his removal is sought 
and to make proper answer. The 
mere general statement of inef- 
ficiency, misconduct, negligence, 
inattention to duty, ete, would 
mot be sufficient.”

There is much mental meat in this re- 
ligious drama” which is being enacted at 
the Odeon. It affords food for reflection. 
To the mere amusement seeker, perhaps. 
it were a weariness of the flesh to wit- 
ness, though the mind jaded with the ban- 
alities and frivolity of the modern show 
might find in “Everyman” a soothing rest 
that would be most welcome., 

But it is as an educational and moral 
factor that this quaint old play has its 
greatest value. Educational, as teaching 
by historic parallel the differenge between 
the medieval and the modern drama, and 
inferentially revealing the vast gulf that 
lies between. 

“Everyman” materializes for us the ghosi 
of the drama at its dawn.

In its inception it 
entertained to preach; now it preaches to 
entertain. 

The medieval drama was a platitude in 
solution; the modern drama is an epigram 
in solution, and the difference between a 
platitude and an epigram is that the latter 
is a caricature of the former. They are 
truisms, differently dressed; the one in the 
robes of religion, the other in the cap and 
bells of folly. One is as tragic in its 
; meaning as the other. 

“Everyman” takes 2 characters and 1 
hour and 40 minutes of time to say ‘“‘When 
death calls, you must make the journey 
to the grave alone.” But with the aid of 
the splendid art and sonorous voices of the 
performers it says it more impressively; U- 
lustrates more potently the full meaning 
of the message than could any parson 
speaking the bare lines of the essence.

BERLIN, Dec. 3—German newspapers, 
in printing accounts of the suit brought in 
New York by Frau Cosima Wagner to 
prevent Herr Conreid from _ producing 
‘“Persifal’ in the Metropolitan Opera 
House there, raise an inquiry as to how 
Herr Conreid secured a copy of the or- 
chestrial score of the opera, since a strict 
account is kept of every sale and every 
right of reproduction granted. 

The papers today reprint from the 
Deutsche Wochenzeltung-In-Den Nieder- 
landen (a German weekly newspaper pub- 
Ushed in Holland) the following story, 
which is offered as an explanation of the 
origin of Herr Conreid’s copy: 

‘Beveral months before former Director 
Vander Linden of the Amsterdam opera 
started for America, he entertained the 
idea of having his troupe sing Parsifal“ 
at a concert and opened negotiations with 
Amsterdam music dea.ers in order to se- 
cure the score. The dealers secured the 
score with the right for concert perform- 
ances, from Scholl & Sons of Mayence for 
the sum of 1900 marks, and a percentage 
of the profits. Director Vander Linden 
took the score and had it copied, but the 
concert was postponed. The dealers then 
demanded the return of the score, but Herr 
Van der Linden put them off with prom- 
ises until the date of the departure for 
New. York. 

“The dealers were in despair, as they had 
given 50,000 marks as a guarantee for the 
return Of the Parsifal“ score.

Her death Wednesday night was due to 
morphine poisoning. The inquest will be 
held at 10 o’clock Friday morning. 

Miss Williains took an eighth of an 
ounce of morphine on the street at 4 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon. She had 
differed with an artist, who was also an 
admirer, and this was believed to have 
caused her act. After taking the poison, 
however, she told Henry Reinhard, an 
artist who had employed her, that she did 
not mean to kill herself, but had intend- 
ed to take only enough morphine to 
strengthen her nerves. Although she took 
the poison at 4 o'clock it was 9 when she 
reached the City Hospital and she died a 
few minutes later.

Roosevelt, President of the United States,

Secondly, that your letter requires me 
to file my answer within three days, also 
in violation of said rule, XII, which re- 
quires you to allow me a reasonable time 
for personally answering the charges in 

‘ writing, and three days is not a reasaona- 


ble time within which to prepare an 
answer under the circumstances of this 


case. 

In support of my protest, and before en- 
tering into. sucn a detailed answer as I am 
able to make to meet such an indefinite 
charge, I respectfully desire to submit for 
your distinguished consideration such rules, 
decisions. recommendations and opinions 
of the civil service commission bearing 
upon my protest, as in such a short space 
of time I am able to suggest. 

Reference to the rules of the civil ser- 
vice commission promulgated by the Pres- 
ident of the United States in accordancé 
with the power and authority of the civil 
service act and oral recommendations of 
the commission and its subsequent com- 
mendation of the requirements, that those 
in the classified service of the United 
States should have et ge and certain 
copy of the reasons 1 discharge, when 
accused, and have also reasonable time 
to answer the same, amply show that this 
feature is regarded es indispensible to the 
thorough and successful operation of the 
civil service act, as well as a most vital 
safeguard for the right and liberties of 
those who gained their livelihood by virtue 
of its provisions and the competitive ex- 
aminations held under it 

Although the act went into operation in 
1883, and rules were immediately made in 
accordance with the directions of Congress, 
all was silent as to the tenure of office of 
those employes of the government who, 
by virtue of application and study, had 
fitted themselves to pass the examination 
required of them, It was not until 1397, 
when the rule prohibiting arbitrary dis- 
missal of employes in the classified service 
was Bray gn and yet we find as early 
as 1 that the commission recognized the 
mecessity of applying this precaution. 

In the seventh annual report of the civil 
commission, dated Nov. 20, 189), 
at page 8, is given the result of an inves- 
tigation of the charges ‘against the post- 
master in the city of Troy, N. T., which 
investigation was conducted by the Hon. 
Theodore Roosevelt, now President of the 
United States, and Mr. Thompson, who 
were .then civil service commissioners. 


Clerks Confronted 
With Charges. 

The inquiry was held by these gentle- 
men, and they called before them the 
“‘elerks who had been discharged by the 
postmaster under various accusations and 
confronted these clerks with the postmas- 
ter and assistent postmaster and gave 
them an opportunity to reply in person to 
the chafges made by the officials. This 
case led the commission to make the fol- 
lowing recommendation, which is found 
upon page 9 of the annual report: 

“The commission takes this opportunity 
to reiterate, however, its belief that in 
all cases where the removal is made, the 
‘@ppointing officer should give the accused 

a chance to be heard in his own de- 
and should be required to file in 
g a full statement of his reasons 
aking the removal, such statement 
made public if the accused so desires 
a the event of a very large number of 
Tenlovais being mace in the office, this fact 
should be considered presumptive evidence 
that they were made for political reasons, 
and to overcome this presumption the of- 
ficer making them should be able to give 
Specifically and in detail the reasons for 
@ach removal made.“

rier shal) have full ‘notice and an oppor- 
tunity to make a defense.“ 


Full Notice Must 


Be Given to Accused. 

And the practice was thoroughly com- 
rrended by the commission. 

These suggestions bore fruit July 27, 1897, 
when President McKinley promulgated the 
first. amendment relating thereto. This 
amendment is found in the fourteenth an- 
nual report, dated Dec. 31, 1897, at page 


4, and is as follows: 

Amend rule 2 by adding a new par- 
ugraph to read as follows: 8. No removal 
shall be made from any position subject to 
competitive examination, except for just 
cause and upen written charges filed with 
the head of the department er other ap- 
pointing officer, and of which the accused 
shall have full notice and an opportunity 
to make defense. 


“Approved: 1 
” „ WILLIAM M’KINLEY.’ 

It will be noted that this amendment 
provided that full notice should be given 
to the accused, and an opportunity for 
defense. The difference between the law 
as promulgated then by President McKin- 
ley, and as it stands now, will be noted 
further on. 

In commenting upon the amendment just 
mentioned, the civil service commission in 
that report, on page 24, said: 

“This is one of the most important or- 
ders made since the enactment of the law 
and has met with the entire approval of 
public opinion. This rule does not require 
that there shall be a trial of the charges 
preferred, subject to review by a court, 
but that the accusation shall Be just and 
that the accused shall have a full oppor- 
tunity of explanation. The reasons for 
removal are to be a matter of record, thus 
requiring the officer exercising the power 
of removal to weigh the reasons with con- 
scientious care. * * * This amendment 
guards the service against abuse, license 
or temptation to make improper removals 
and affords a just degree of protection to 
employes and a greater security of perma- 
nency in office during good behavior.“ 
This law was again the subject of strong 
approval by the commission in its fifteenth 
annual report, dated Nov. 1, 1898, at page 
19, where it again puts its seal of approval 
upon it in the following language: 

“This rule is one of the most important 
ever issued, relating to the executive civil 
service, and after four years’ operation 
has met with the hearty approval of the 
public and of most of the executive offi- 
cers of the government.“ 

In place of the above rule President Mc- 
Kinley promulgated an amendment, May 
29, 1899, as follows: 


“Rule 2, section 8, is hereby amended to 
read as follows: ‘8: No removal shall be 
made from the competitive classified service 
except for just cause and for reasons given 
in writing and the persons sought to be re- 
moved shall have notice and be furnished a 
copy of such reasons, and be allowed a 
reasonable time for personally answering 
the same in writing. A copy of such rea- 
sons, notice and answer and of the order 
of removal shall be made a part of the rec- 
ord of the proper department or office, and 
the reasons for any change in rank or com- 
pensation within the competitive classified 
service shall also be ma a part of the 
2 of the proper department or of- 
— 
Here it will be seen that experience had 
taught the civil service commission that 
the first amendment was faulty in that it 
only provided full notice“ of charges and 
“an opportunity for defense, which were 
both terms of too great indefiniteness. This 
was remedied in the amendment of 1899 by 
using the language that the accused shall 
have notice and be furnished with a copy 
Such reasons and be allowed reason- 
able time for personally answering.“ so 
as to provide a specific notice of what 
charges were made against the accused, 
and not leave it to the determination of 
the appointing or removing officer as to 
what would constitute an opportunity for 
defense, and to secure to the accu the 
justice of giving him a reasonable time 
On May 29, 1902, President Roosevelt found 
it necessary to issue a declaration of mean- 
ing of the last amendment referred to. 
This is found in the 18th annual report, 
dated May 1, 1902, at page 308. 
am not concerned with this declaration 
of meaning, but only call it to your hon- 
orable attention for the purpose of show- 
ing that the civil service commission again 
improved this opportunity of reiterating 
its strong approval of the right of the 
accused to have a copy of the charges 
and a reasonable time to answer same. 
This was done in the nineteenth annual 
report, dated Oct. 1902, on page 19. I 
quote the language: 
“The right of removal, therefore, remains 
as it always has been, discretionary on 
the part of the appointing officer, the only 
imitation, being that it must be to pro- 
mote the efficiency of the service and 
that it must not be for political or reli- 
gious considerations, and that nothing shall 
be done in the dark, but that e reasons 
shall be stated and notice given to the 
person removed, who shall have his op- 
portunity to make answer and to place 
on file his side of the case. In order that

Charges Should 
Be Defined. 


I wish respectfully to call your attention 
to the notes made by the commission fol- 
lowing the rules in the pamphlet just men- 
tioned which are to be read in the light of 
interpretation of the rules, and the opin- 
ion of the commission relating thereto. 

On page 39 of the pamphlet, immediately 
following rule 12, the commission adds 
the following note: | 

“The reasons given to an employe for 
his removal should be stated with sym 
cient definiteness to enable him to make 
proper answer; he should be put upon no- 
tice as to the specific acts of commission 
or omission with which he is charged. 

Your letter purporting to contain a 7 4 
of the charges against me merely notifies 
me that I am charged with entering into a 
conspiracy with certain persons to secure 
false and perjured testimony against Mr. 
F. W. Baumhoff, postmaster at St. Louis. 
1 respectfully submit that these c es 
have failed to state with definiteness e 
time or the occasion of entering into suen 
conspiracy or for what purpoge it was in- 
tended to use said. perjured testimony 
against Mr. Baumhoff. 

am not informed as to whether the per- 
janes testimony was to be used against him 
n the trial of a private civil action or if 
the prosecution, of his public duties or for 
the purpose of having him removed from 
office, or for the purpose of having him 
condemned as a criminal.. This very condi- 
tion seems to have been met with before 
and passed upon by the commission in the 
Milwaukee custom-house case, file 
reported ga the eighteenth annual report 
at page 134. 

The charees against the accused in that 
case were that he had absented himself 
from office a longer time than was hneces- 
sary for the. discharge of his duties, not- 
ably on Nov. 21, 22 a 23, 1900; that his 
habits were gloves > his dress unclean 
when on official duty; that he disturbed 
and rudely interrupted the collector for 
trivial causes when he was busily engaged 
in the discharge of his duties; that upon 
one occasion in speaki of the President 
of the United States he d used opprobri- 
ous epithets; that he engaged in tics 
to an extent which interfered wit the 
proper discharge of his duties.“ 

The commission calls attention to the 
fact that these charges were ‘peculiarly 
general,“ affording scant opportunity for 
conclusive reply, while that furnished the 
department was “quite detailed and spe- 
cific.”’ 

The commission aleo merely calls atten-

Entered Postoffice 
Service in 1899. 


I entered the employ of Postmaster 
Baumhoff Sept. 5, 1899, as postmistress in 
Summit Postoffice Station, St. Louis. I 
obtained this appointment by reason of 
my brother, Joseph Dryer, calling on Mr.
